CLOUDBURST 
TRAPS FIFTEEN 


Crews Blasting Through Rock 


to Reach Miners. 


TEN 
MEN 
ARE 
RESCUED 


Deluge Floods Shaft at Eveleth— Many 


In Mine Escape— Safety of Five in 


Doubt, Although They Are Reported 


to Be Alive. 


Eveleth, 
Minn., 
Ju ly 
17.— Fifteen 
miners, all men with families, were 
trapped in Spruce Mine No. 1 here 
by the rush of water from a cloudburst 
that deluged the city. Ten others are 
believed to be dead, but rescuers aro 
working frantically in one-hour shifts, 
blasting through a wall In an upper 
drift, while the mine pumps aro drain­ 
ing the workings. 
Two hundred and 
fifty men went 
Into the mine. 
Rain then was falling 
In torrents 
and 
had 
been 
coming 
down since 5 a. m. 
Many streets were flooded and the 
water approached dangerously near 
the shaft of the mine,. 
It swept down the shaft by tons. 
The pumps were started, but their 
work was futile. 
The swiftly rising flood gave the 
miners 
their 
first warning. 
They 
dropped their 
tools and fled. Some 
reached stations where they could be 
hoisted to the surface. 
Others chose 
the ladders. 
Still others fought their 
way to upper drifts before the advanc­ 
ing water. 
Mine officials gave the order to bo- 
gin bulkheading to prevent further 
spread of the water. 
Excited wives and children of the 
miners nished from their houses In 
the downpour and fought through tor­ 
rents in the streets to reach the work­ 
ings. 
The rescue work was systematized 
and crews sent in to open up upper 
drifts In the hope that some of the 
missing men were trapped in them 
above the water level. 
The rain ceased toward the after­ 
noon and with no water pouring into 
the shaft the pump* began to make 
headway against the flood. 
Crews were organized Immediately 
and began drilling for the first shots. 
While the powder smoke still was 
heavy in the workings, other crews 
sprang in to drive a second round. 
The Spruce Mine No. 1 is one of 
the largest and richest of the private­ 
ly owned mines in the Minnesota iron 
ranges. 
A creek, which, except during the 
heavy rains, is practically dry, flows 
across the mine, and as the ore is 
taken out near th** surface, the earth 
In the vicinity of the timber shaft is 
caved in. 
To prevent water flowing 
Into the workings, the 
creek was 
dammed a short distance from this 
shaft, but when the cloudburst came 
the downpour of water was so heavy 
that the dam broke. 
The lower level was flooded before 
the shift bosses were aware the mine 
was filling. 


AGED MEN SAVESTKREE BOYS 


Flagmen in Chicago and 
Hammond 
Prove Heroes.

McCarthy waving his flag and shout­ 
ing, ran Tti front of the train |o drive 
the boys back. 
The boys jumped out 
of the way but the old man was too 
late to save hirnself. 
He was killed 
Instantly under the wheels of the lo­ 
comotive. 
McCarthy’s herolsh was duplicated 
by J. B. Perre, a flagman on a Big 
Four train, who was killed saving a 
boy at Hammond, Ind. 
He dived un 
der a coach to save a boy who was 
trying to crawl under the train during 
Its brief stop. 
He pushed the boy tc 
safety, but was caught himflelf and 
crushed by the car wheels.

Kansas City, Ju ly 17.— Four deaths 
and a score of prostrations were the 
toll of heat in Kansas and Western 
Missouri, where the mercury hovered 
at most points between 100 and 112 
degrees. Hot winds brought much dis­ 
tress. 
Clay Center, where the government 
thermometer mounted to 113 degrees 
yesterday, again held the high record 
today with a mark of 112. There wer« 
several prostrations. 
At Topeka a new high mark for the 
year was attained at 104.2 degrees. 
At Ottawa, where the mercury regis­ 
tered 104, one death resulted. 
Junction City reported 10 degrees 
with one death. leaven worth broke 
the year’s record at the same temper- 
ature, and two deaths are reported. 
All records for the year were shat­ 
tered in Joplin, Mo., where 105 was 
reported. 
Eight persons were prostrated in 
Kansas City, where the mercury rose 
to 102 in tho government observatory 
on top of the eleven-story building. 
Many thermometers on 
the streets 
showed 115 degrees. The humane so-

from the heat.

Washington, July 17.— Plans to make 
the National Association of Manufac­ 
turers the controlling factor in cam­ 
paigns for congress, to defeat legisla­ 
tion in Washington its members did 
not approve, to get the ears of men 
who were running presidential booms 
and to land a member of the associa­ 
tion in the cabinet of the then Presi­ 
dent Taft were laid before the senate 
lobby investigation committee. 
Martin M. Mulhall, self-styled lob­ 
byist for the association, swore to 
the authenticity of nearly four hundred 
letters which told of these plans, and 
brought in the names of such men as 
former Presidents Roosevelt and Taft, 
the late Vice President Sherman, for­ 
mer Speaker Cannon, former Senators 
Aldrich, Hemenway, Foraker and oth­ 
ers; Arthur I. Vory9 , Ohio manager of 
the Taft campaign of 1908, and Frank 
H. Hitchcock, one time chairman-of 
the Republican 
National committee, 
und postmaster general in Mr. Taft’s 
cabinet. 
Mulhall showed the strain he had 
been under for four days during the 
afternoon session and the committee 
took him from the stand for a half 
hour and listened to testimony by J. 
P. Byrd, general manager of the manu­ 
facturers' association und treasurer of 
the industrial defense council. 
Along with

information that 
Byrd had half a carload of data to 
submit the committee heard that F. C. 
Sohwedtman of St. Louis, secretary to 
the late Janies W. Van Cleave, once 
president of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, had about 130,000 
letters bearing on the 
association’s 
work. 
Schwedtman was in constant 
communication with Mulhall, accord­ 
ing to the latter's evidence.

Washington, Ju ly 17. — [Special.] — 
Do the people of the country believe 
that proper speed has been made with 
the tariff bill? It Is now the middle of 
Ju ly; it was known that President W il­ 
son would call an extra session as long 
ago as Jan. 1; the ways and means 
committee devoted all the winter to 
preparing the tariff bill and a month 
more between the time congress ad­ 
journed nnd when the special sessiou 
convened. 
The house passed the bill 
long ago, and now it has Just come up 
for discussion In the senate. 
Everybody 
has lieen predicting u 
long delay In the senate. 
It has been 
asserted that the Republicans will talk 
on the measure for two months. 
But 
even if they do that will be open con­ 
sideration. while the time since the 
bill passed the house has been devoted 
to consideration of the bill in secret. 


Our Legislative Methods. 
Perhaj« the people do not care about 
legislative methods; perhaps it makes 


d o difference to them whether there 
are long delays or whether measures 
are mnde In secret, but the time will 
come when they may take a hand in 
such matters. 
The business men of 
the country do not like these long de­ 
lays. They always protest against the 
protracted sessions of congress, but 
they have not complained of the slow 
methods employed by the tariff mak­ 
ers—that Is, not to any great extent. 
For some reason the belief has been 
general that the deluys thus far were 
necessary; that It was impossible to 
perfect the bill with uny more speed. 
But If there is a long debate there is 
likely to be complaints from all the 
people interested.
